GEN. PERSHING WARNS 
BOTH CHILE AND PERU 


Threatens to Quit if Tacna-Arica 
Plebiscite Proceedings Are 
Farther ‘Delayed. 


r According to reliable information 
reaching New York, says the Associated 
Press, concerning the Tacna-Arica pleb- 
iscite ings, General Pershing is 
near the end of his patience with. the 
lack -of progress that has been made 
toward the holding of the plebiscite and 
has let it be known to the Chilean and 
Peruvian authorities that unless they 
qui compose their differences the al- 
ternative to further delay may be ‘the 
—— by the Americans of the 
attempt to carry out President Cool- 
ldge’s award. 

Genera] Pershing and General J. J. 
Morrow, Chairman of the Tacna-Arica 
Boundary Commission, have been trying 
to get the proceedings started for more 

two months. The work of the 
Boun Commission was delayed by 
the withdrawal of the Peruvian Commis- 
sioner on-account of allegei Chilean vio- 
lence to members of his staff. Only re- 
cently he agreed to resume his duties, 

The work of the Plebiscite ey ey 
itself has been delayed also by. alleged 
violence on the part of the Chileans 

Peruvians, which resulted in a 
request. to.General Pershing on the part 
of the Peruvians that guarantees be es- 
tablished in the disputed territory, 
which would protect their Nationals 
until] the taking of the plebiscite as 
well ag during it. 

Proposals for "such guarantees: were 
drawn up by General Pershi last 
week and submitted to both sides. They 
have not yet been made public, but 
they are said to have been unsatisfac- 
tory to the Chileans, one of” their 
number started last Saturday on a trip 
to Santiago to consult with his Gov- 
ernment. The Chilean attitude is under- 
stood to be that as the sovereignty of 
the disputed territory pending the pleb- 
iscite belongs to them, Chile is the ‘sole 
judge of what the guarantees should be.

The reiteration at the White House

war indebtedness to our Treasury may 
have been regarded as a necessary 
though unpleasant duty. There is a 
considerable body of opinion which 
considers the constant emphasizing of 
this intention untactful, to say the

,|@ debtor State, not to say defiance, 


would properly cause the Washington 
authorities to discourage underwriting 
of private loans to such a Govern- 
ment. But virtual prohibition of loans

whole matter is delicate, at best. 

It is not inconceivable that a, Huro- 
pean Government thus indebted might 
be confronted with a crisis which not 
only made immediate payment on the 
debt to Washington impossible, but 
created urgent need of new capital 
from: our markets.: For such a possi- 
bility little allowance seems to be 
made in yesterday’s White : House 
statement. The assertion that, to 
countries which ‘‘ dre doing what they 
‘‘ean to settle their debts with the 
“United States,’’ ‘* every aid will be

** habilitationand industrial purposes," 
The general 
policy. of the Government has long 
been known, but Secretary Hucues, 
according to common report, pursued 
the wise policy of avoiding sweeping 
declarations of thé State Department's 
intent, crossing. each bridge when he 
came to it.

TO DEFLATE BUREAUCRACY. 

Yesterday two public men preached, 
by undesigned coincidence, substan- 
tially .the same doctrine. Secretary 
Hoover, opposing specifically Federal 
regulation of public electrical utili- 
ties, insisted upon’ the maintenance of 
State and local authority over State 
and local concerns.

LABOR AND GIANT POWER. 

In certain aspects the ‘‘ new idea” 
of the Federation of Labor commands 
approval. In order that selling prices 
may be lower and real wages higher, 
it recommends ‘‘ cooperation in study 
of waste in production.’’ Such a study 
Was made some years ago by the 
Federated American Engineering So- 
cleties, under the inspiration of Secre- 
tary Hoover. It showed that prevent- 
able waste is enormous and that 
some 50 per cent, of it is due to inef- 
ficiencies of management. Steady ef- 
forts are on foot to eliminate these. 
Twenty-five per cent. of the waste Is 
due to labor. If the Federation is 
genuinely desirous of cooperating -to 
eliminate qneconomic restrictions on 
production, then indeed we are-on the 
verge of a new era. The following 
announcement is also of good’ omen: 

We hold that the best interests of 
wage earners, as well as the whole so- 
cial group, are served, increasing pro- 
duction in quality-as well as quan- 
tity, by high wage standards,. which 
assure sustained purchasing power to 
the workers.and therefore higher na- 
tional standards for the environment 
in which they live and: the means to 
enjoy cultured opportunities, 

The circumstances that gave rise to 
this ‘declaration somewhat ;'dampen 
optimism. President GREEN said: 
** We are on the threshold of a great 
“« new era. We are inthe infancy of 
‘* giant power.’’ Faced by. a more 
abundant supply of energy, and a 
wider and more economic distribution 
of it, the, unions foresee a loosening 
of their grip upon production. For 
years they have striven to. maintain 
the advantages they won during the 
war. Now comes the promise of 
‘* white coal,"’ delivering its power by 
wire to remote factories, large and 
stall, . What. machinery did to the 
individual workman a century ago 
giant power now threatens to do to 
the unions. The. Federation sees a 
dangerous increase. of ‘* social inequal- 
‘ity, industrial 1 ility and injus- 
** tice '"* unless ‘‘ the workers’ real 
wages " rise ‘‘ in proportion to man’s 
increasing power of production.’’ | Or- 
ganized labor has -not hitherto coop- 
erated to make economies of produc- 
tion. Yet it demands a full share in 
the proceeds. 

As the nation prospers, unquestion- 
ably, labor will prosper also. For a 
time the unions may be weakened, but 
eventually the increase of wealth 
must be distributed with an approxi- 
mation of social justice. Yet the proc- 
ess will be delayed unless labor takes 
very seriously and very intelligently 
its promised cooperation. Its “ high 
wage standards’’ and enhanced 
“ purchasing power'’ must indeed 
benefit ‘‘the whole social group.’ 
Farmers will want to be very sure 
that they are to be compensated for 
the cost of manufactured articles by 
the price they receive for their own: 
produce. The class of engineers, man- 
agers and technicians, to whom the 
benefits of giant: power are due, may 
rightly claim the means to meet the 
increased cost of both manutiqtares 
and food.

Some may think that 
so much attention paid to courts of in- 
ferior jurisdiction is hardly called for. 
But this is a great mistake. Precisely 
in these courts do the greater number 
of people in this city come into per- 
sonal contact with the administration 
of justice, To keep these courts at a 
high level of ability and integrity is of 
the, first importance. In them the 


maintenance of the non-partisan prin- |’ 


ciple is just as essential as it is in the 
Supreme Court or the Court of Ap- 
peale of New. York. And when the 
issue is so clear’ as it is in the case of 
the Ninth Municipal District Court, 
the voters in that part of the city 
ought to have no difficulty, without 
regard to party lines; in deciding to 
keep Mr. Justice. Laver on the bench.., 


TRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

The refusal of the Supreme Court to 
reconsider its decision fixing the legal 
status of trade associations has a 
double ‘significance. The Administra- 
tion. could haye done no more than to 
ask for a second hearing of the prose- 
cution which failed. _But the Court 
reaffirms the failure to prove charges 
of. conspiracy. in restraint of trade 
brought. against representative combi- 
nations of business men. If they are 
immune, others may sleep more sound- 
ly. The Court has held that. the 
cement and maple trade associations 
do not “inhibit the intelligent conduct 
of ‘business operations,’’ including 
“the gathering and- dissemination - of 
information.’”’ ‘The Judges also found 
as fact that the alleged conspiracy had 
not ‘affected prices adversely to con- 
sumers, Indeed; it was disclosed that 
the prices of the supposed conspirators 
‘‘ were usually lower than the prices 
of non-members.”” The Court declines 
to hear a sécond argument that such 
conduct is obnoxious to the law. 

Congress seems less disposed than is 
the Administration to take the Court’s 
view that there must be proof of guilt 
before punishment. Basi MaNLy, on 
behalf: of the La’ Follette group, 
charges that the Administration is 
guilty of compounding a felony be- 
cause it leaves to’ the Federal. Trade 
Commission action in the baking trust, 
case. The idea appears to be that it is 
guilty before it has had an opportunity 
to do anything. Somehow, Judges

What the Press Might Do to 
Promote Better Feeling. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Who has not read the editorial in last 
Sunday’s Timms of Oct. 11, The Re- 
making of Europe,”’ without a refresh- 
ing feeling of hope, a looking forward 
with faith to nations finally cooperating 
one with the other in harmony and con- 
fidence? We now look on with benevo- 
lent understanding and sympathy to- 
ward European countries with the sin- 
cere desire to see their point of view 
on their problems without criticism and 
with a just, unpréjudiced comprehension.

“Our one great American. problem,”’ 
Mr. Thomas said, “is how to house the 
working masses, and every American 
city is — it. It is necessary that 
the old construction, which wastes too 
much available. living space, be re- 
placed by new. construction. The old 
construction is a fire hazard and a

give the small wage-earner a low-priced 
apartment with good living conditions.

JUDGE GARVIN QUITS: 
$1,000 PAY T00 LOW 


Federal Jurist Says Salary Is 
Inadequate to Maintain His 
Family. 


TO RESUME LAW PRACTICE 


United States Attorney Greene in’ 
Brooklyn Also WIIl Decline a 
Reappointment. 


On -the ground that it’ was impossible 
for him to maintain his family and edu- 
cate his children on the salary of $7,500 
a@ year granted by Congress, Federal 
Judge Edwin L. Garvin, senior Judge 
for the Eastern District of. New York, 
with courtrooms in Brooklyn, announced 
yesterday that he had sent his resigna- 
tion to President Coolidge to take effect 
Oct. 31, 

“A United States Judge can not pro- 
vide for the future on the salary that 
is now given him,'’ Judge Garvin said. 
“I came to this bench from what is 


‘commonly referred to as an inferior 


court and yet it paid substantially 
more than’ I have received as a United 
States Judge. With the expenses en- 
tailed in the visite of other Judges, the 
fair ‘standard of living that must be 
maintained, and the benefactions that 
a Judge is supposed to subscribe to, the 
salary of a District Judge is impossi- 
ble."’ 

Judge Garvin announced that he 
would resume thé practice of law as a 
member of the firm of Lewis & Kel- 
sey, at 120 Broadway. The firm will 
be known as Lewis, Garvin .& Kelsey. 

Judge Garvin was appointed ,to the 
Federal Judiciary in March, 1018, by 
President Wilson. He was at/tHat- time 
a Judge in General Sessions where’ the 
salary was $9,000.. When Judge Garvin 
became senior Judge the court was con- 
gested with cases awaiting trial, but 
now a trial may be had with adequate 
promptness in any branch of the court. 
While on the bench Judge Garvin ar- 
bitrated several industrial disputes and 
during the war he was secretary of the 
Draft Board for New York City. He 
was an active figure in urging the law 
recently passed by Congress establish- 
ing probation in the Federal Courts and 
granting the Federal Judges the power 
to suspend sentence. He ig a lecturer 
at New York University Law School, 
Brooklyn Law. School, and the Long 
Island Medical College. 

Judge Garvin declared yesterday that 
as a citizen and a lawyer he would now 
be glad to join any movement to in- 
crease the pay of Federal Judges. 

United States District Attorney Ralph 
Cc. Greene has let it be known that he 
will not take a reappointment in Brook. 
lyn when his term of office expires on 
Nov. 9. Ju Marcus A. Campbell is 
also said to, have been considering ~ 
offers of law firms.

Louis Marshall appeared as counsel 
for McCabe and argued that the sub- 
mission of the referendum would be a 
waste of city funds because the, time 
intervening between the passage of the 
act and the election would be less than 
sfxty days. He also said that the adop- 
tion of the law by the Municipal Assem-' 
bly was in itself illegal ‘because it 
would violate existing conditions in the 
contracts between operating the subway 
companies and the city. He asserted 
that the Municipal Assembly had no 
power to change the contracts, which 
were entirely subject to the action of 
the State Transit. Commission.
